He was elect­ 
ed to that office in I HUO, and filled 
the office by election for five consec­ 
utive terms. 
In the race of I HUH, he 
and Fritz Fie nebs tied in the gen­ 
ial election. 
In the run-oil Mr. Ney 
w as elected. 
In the election of I UUU, 
he declined to run and Fritz fren ch * 
was elected and served one term. In 
1902 he again ran and was elected. 
He continued to be re-elected until 
1U10 w'hen the office of Sheriff and 
Tax Collector was divided and he be­ 
came Tax Collector, serving in that 
capacity for a period of another ten 
years, voluntarily retiring in 1920 by 
declining to run 
again for 
office. 
Few men ever had a clearer under­ 
standing of local politics or a strong­ 
er following than he had throughout 
his long public career.

S H A N G H A I ' S ‘w a r ” of 1932 w a s a 
second-rate movie sham battle 
compared with w hat’s going on over 
there now. 
The city of 3,500,000 in­ 
habitants and its environs are a 
scene of destruction, terror, flames 
and death on a m ass scale the hor­ 
ror of which is unthinkable. 
Thousands upon thousands of ci­ 
vilians lie dead, dying and wounded, 
and the toll increases day after day. 
No estimate lias even been attem pt­ 
ed to determine the amount of cas­ 
ualties among the Chinese and J a p ­ 
anese fighting forces. 
Indeed such 
an estimate today might be woefully 
inadequate tomorrow, 
for reports 
tell of whole brigades being shot 
or blown to bits in a single encoun­ 
ter. 
Square mile after square mile, 
especially in the native Chapel dis­ 
trict, has been gutted by fires that 
rise in the wake of bombs and artil- I 
lory shells. 
Millions of men. worn- ! 
en and children face slower, even 
more terrible death by hunger, for ' 
who is to bring supplies from the j 
outlying farm fields while the whole 
area is under terrific fire? 
Even in the International Settle­ 
ment life is fleeting, insecure, for 
bombs and shells drop there, too. 
And with 1,000,000 refugees inside to j 
be fed, shops are rapidly locking j 
their doors to protect their wares , 
from rioters. 
As this is written, the Chinese 
land forces, outnumbering the J a p ­ 
anese four to one, are forcing the 
invaders slowly back to the Whang- 
poo in fierce ground fighting. Wheth­ 
er the Japanese reinforcements will 
be able to turn the tide of battle is 
problematical.

Japanese warships—half the entire

It was not considered likely that

That a New Yorker was ap 
proached by a Democratic campaign 
committee agent with promise of 
White House intervention in return 
for a $25,000 subscription or retainer. 
Snell attached affidavits and a 
synopsis of the evidence he had fur­ 
nished the house rules committee.
